What must bars been the moral tone of persons 
who could connive at conduct which any 
respectable female must know would conduct 
these foolish girll to dee tru Mion ? No douVt it 
it n wise maxim on board ship to " hear, see, 
and say nothing," in nil ordinary matters ; but 
there are duties which a respectable matron 
oires to her own character and sex. If the re- 
port* are correctly given, we can only regret that 
then wen not round among these females a 
number sufficient to bear down the indecorum 
and had conduct of their fellow passengers. In 
any future arrangements Tor the introduction of 
female emigrants, we hope that this example 
may sot be without Ite proper influence. 

It would appear that many or the girls were or 
loose and disorderly character hefore their in- 
beikntbn. It is n true! hardship to those of 
another description to be subject to the infsmy 
and moral contagion of such associations. If ft 
should turn out that these licentious girls were 
forirarded under the auspices of the Krai grst ion 
Commissioners, w* shall Mad in it n new reason 
for setting aside their interference If, how- 
ever, it should prove that they are brought out 
under the Assisted Emigration system, it may 
become a matter of grave consideration whether 
some inspect ion and control should not be exer- 
cised over the nominations which are made. 
We have received from an immigration agent 
inEnglsod,acting under the saaplcssof taeCom- 
missioQBn, every decided opinion that the system 
of assisted emigration, which gives the right 
to nomtnete to ColonUtSj is liable to very 
dangerous abuses. This may be easily sup- 
posed, if there be no caution exercised. In the 
Tasmanian plan, the employment of special 
agents, who act in behalf of the colonists, and 
ere responsible to them, has led to the introduc- 
tion of a very superior class. If, however, the 
management were to pus into mercenary hinds 
atone, and become a matter ef mere mercantile 
speculation, there can be little question that the 
plan would be liable to many objections, which 
bave been urged against the admin Ittration of 
the Commissioner*. We can scarcely exaggerate 
the importance of this subject. The object 
of introducing - females is to furnish, 
first, useful servants, who, after colonial 
training of no great duration, usually become 
wives. Wherever respectable young woman are 
willing to make themselves useful . thsy are in 
this colony able to obtain very high wages, and 
treatment in which ths idea of aervituda is very 
often lost. Bnt the happiness of immigrants, and 
of the families in which they sojoarn, is de- 
pendent upon their character when they leave 
the ship. We need not say that many who 
enter on board a disorderly vessel in carnpars- 
tive innocence are liable to be thoroughly cor- 
rupted durng a voyage of J 00 daya, and land 
prepared in mind to fall into any of those temp- 
tations which snrronnd young women whose 
character is unsteady. Were we to follow the 
colonial career of these girls it would be 
tnch as would silence all the 
ribald mirth which female misfor- 
tunes sometimes awaken, and show how 
ill-timed are those jokes which often disgrace 
gTey hairs. 

The unfortunate girl, whose death was the 
subject of enquiry, evinced a state of mind 
which must touch the heart of any person who 
had not been subject to that process which

The degree and distribution of blame will 
nppesr after full enquiry. At present the 
•utgeon-superintendent and matron seem to 



have done their doty, and we ars glad to 
thnt the single men, and several of the 
puopfe, are not liable to blame. 



The memorandum on the condition of the city 
lodging-hones, forwarded by Dr. Aanon to the 
M ay: - a, treats on a subject which wall deserves 
the consideration not only of the Municipal 
Council, but of the public at large, aa it involves 
not only the sanitary credit of the city, but the 
health and comfort of a large portion of the 
population, In drawing attention to this sub- 
ject, TJr. AinpK his shewn a laudable ambi- 
tion to take a comprehensive view of (he duties 
of his office, and cot to confine himself merely 
to that routine of peiformanoet which could not 
be neglected without censure. All the causes 
that promote health or generate disease 
come legitimately within the sphere of his cri- 
ticism. To the medical profession generally 
society is indebted for the greet advances made 
in hygienic science— for the degree of skill 
which hat been attained in detecting the cha- 
racter of disease, and in apphing remedies to it. 
But prevention is batter than cure. Much as 
we may be indebted to tbe man who, when we 
are ill, shows ua how to get well again, we are 
*tUl more indebted to the man who shows us 
how to avoid sickness altogether. Perfect 
exemption from "the ills that fleah it heir to " 
ia roots than we can expect, but nil statistic* 
and scientiflc deductions therabom, go to show 
that an immense amount of disease ia the direct 
result of neglect or ignorance, and might, by 
proper precautions, be prevented. Soma of the 
•unitary conditions which require wntehfotneu 
arc immediately under individual control, others 
are of a social nature, and require public regular 
tlons, It falls within the scope of the public 
health department to devise and set to ths 
execution of such ordinances as shall protect the 
whole tociete agtinit the evil* that mty aria* 
from the selfishness or ignorance of individuals. 

Tbe regulation of lodging, bouses comes 
within this category, though In many re- 
spect, it is a difficult and delicate matter 
to deal with. The common sentiment of people 
accustomed to the perianal freedom of British 
institution* ia opposed to every interference 
with private matter*. There is a jealouiy— and 
a just jealous j, ef over -government — a reluct- 
ance to patronise to any extent that paternal 
theory of administration which supersedes all 
aelf-rettnint by enactments, and destroys all 
liberty by exes** of laws. Though It may often 
manifest itself in obstinacy and unreasonable 
obstrucUvtness, this repugnance to too minute a 
degree of legislation ia in the main a healthy 
•enliment, atad, though it may aland in the way 
of some ri forms, it preserves the consciouaneis 
of freedom. 

But, however unpalatable they may he, re- 
strictions on individual license are often neces- 
sary. Iu despotic) countries they an carried to 
excess, and where democratic institutions pre- 
vail, they an often too much neglected. No 
exact lint cut be dnwn which shall determine 
for all countries the happy medium between «■ 
ce.s of law and excess or license, for much de- 
pends on the chancier of a people and the 
degree of civilisation attained. Whan the 
virtues of prudence and self-res pect an largely 
exercised, the external restraint of law Saleia 
needed. The natural love of health and lift 
goes a long way in meet cue* in inducing people 
to conform to those habits and use those pre- 
caution) necessary to their enjoyment. Infor- 
mition on the subject, when widely diffused in 
a popular manner, is largely availed of. But 
thera ia still often a ris irtrrrur in human nature 
which no amount of advice or warning is effec- 
tual to move : and to arouse people from their 
sluggish indirTeranoa to improvement the posi- 
tive tttrnufot of absolute law is necessary, 

In a climate Ilk* that of Australia, ventilation 
Mid pore air an of more importance than even 
in the mother country. Yet In many, if not 
moat, of the common lodging-houses in the city, 
the overcrowding is notoriously very great. Ths 
enormous price of house rent ia doubutet at the 
root of the evil, which can only be cured at the 
inconvenience of tn incnaied coat for lodgings. 
Accommodation, like every thing else, has it* 
market price, which it determined by the oscil- 
lations of supply and demind. Yet travellers, 
though nominally free to go when they pleane, 
ara really often compelled to pnt np with what 
they can get, tnd an practically 
powerless to abate the lore* of 
evils that thsy witness, to far at bringing the 
power of competition to bear on them is con- 
cerned. Being often, too, mere birds of pas- 
sage, they feel but a transient interest in whxl 
only affects them for a time, while others, having 
passed through the ordeal on their arrival in 
Iht colony, forget in their tubaeqnant comfort- 
able settlement the miseries attendant on their 
first landing. There are many lodging-houses, 
however, where the residents are permanent, 
and in these it must be confused that the kind 
of accommodation afforded is hut little 
adapted to foster sentiments of cleinli- 
n*s* and self - respect. Motives or 
economy only, or very defective taster, could 
reconcile people to lire in such a state. Too 
rigorous a restriction at to the numbers to bt 
accommodated in various establishments might, 
however, prove mors inconvenient to chance 
travellers than a complete neglect of Iheir in- 
terests. Every now and then then la a glut of 
viaitore, when some might have to be left in the 
streets if the ordinary lodging-house* had all 
absorbed their full legal complement, and cared 
to take no mare. But a pinch now and then on 
ipecial occasions is very different from the 
systematic overcrowding thai 1* t« prevalent at 
present. 

We fancy that the need for reform ia not ex- 
clusively confined to the Indging-houaea for the 
poorer classes. There are thousands of young 
bachelor stranger* in Sydney whoa* only home 
is a boarding establishment, and many of wham 
oould tell ■ tad tale of diworofort. Yet even 
for the most inferior accommodation tbe price it 
high, and bean a large proportion to (he small 
incomes of young clerk*. If combined action 
amongst person* of that cLaas wen possible, 
there Is scope for a large «*tnUishment 
which would give a great increase of conveni- 
ence to them. Clubs *r* conveniences not only 
for the rich ; on a modest scale they an equally 
available for persona of limited means, while the 
advantage ia for them proportionately greater. 
Luge eitebUshmente an always carried on with 
greater relative economy than small ontt, and if 
one or two hundred clerk* lived together instead 
of being scattered about in isolated lodgings.
